Subject Curry caused a false stolen vehicle report (CHP-180) 10 з written and 
processed, knowing the circumstances indicated in the report were untrue. An 
insurance claim was made for the reported stolen vehicle. During the criminal 
investigation into insurance fraud, Subject Curry’s initial statement to insurance 
investigators was not truthful. 


SYNOPSIS 
Deputy Curry is at West Hollywood Station jding with 
his Deputy eputy Curry directed Deput o write a 
CHP-180 report, which indicated that a vehicle registered to as stolen in 
West Hollywood's station area. 


Deputy Curry an istered owner, were friends. Deputy Curry knew the 
circumstances сі pii and the fact that the vehicle was not stolen from West 
Hollywcod. Deputy Curry sione ND to the report and submitted it to records 
where the vehicle was entered in olen Vehicle System (SVS). 
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Sometime later the vehicle was recovered and an arrest made. After the insurance 
claim investigation was conducted, it became a criminal investigation regarding 
insurance fraud. During this criminal investigation, Deputy Curry was interviewed by 
National Insurance Crime Bureau (NICB) investigators and made statements that were 
not truthful. Moments later, Deputy Curry, on his own accord, recounted his initial 
slatement and told the criminal investigators the truth surrounding his involvement. 


INTERNAL AFFAIRS BUREAU INVESTIGATION 

California Highway Patrol and National Insurance Crime Bureau conducted a criminal 
investigation regarding this incident. Both investigating units conducted interviews of 
involved parties and witnesses. CHP conducted audio recorded interviews of involved 
parties and witnesses. А review of these recorded staiements confirmed that the CHP 
investigators summaries are accurate. For a summary of the statements given, refer to 
CHP's investigation book (Exhibit В). For the complete and detailed statements refer 
to the digital audio files included with this investigation. 


Internal Affairs Bureau investigators monitored the criminal 
proceedings of this case. The criminal case was instigated b iling an insurance 
claim reporting her 2007 Mercedes Benz stolen. In actuality had subleased her

Vegas PD. ttempted to report the vehicle stolen to both agencies and both 
agencies refused to accept the stolen vehicle report citing jurisdiction issues, or that the 
circumstances were a civil matter.

Curry generated a CHP-180 [EXHIBIT B, page 69] indicating the vehicle had been 
stolen from a location in West Hollywood, in an effort to have the vehicle's Lo-Jack 
tracking system activated. Deputy Curry had hi ty fill out the 
CHP-180 with information he provided to her regarding n icle. Subject 
Curry used a "Trader Joe's" parking lot in West Hollywood as the location of theft. 
Deputy CHP-180 from Deputy RN and outside of her presence, he 
o lal {о the report. The report was processed and vehicle was 


entered as a stolen vehicle into the Stolen Vehicle System (SVS). 


Subject Curry gave the information indicated on the report such as the date, time, and 
location of theft o неа an insurance claim with her insurance company 
(Mercury Insurance} reporting ner vehicle stolen. 


The vehicle was later observed by law enforcement occupied j an arrest 
was made. The vehicle was stored at a local tow yard and ent to 
Arizona, from Las Vegas, and claimed the vehicl vehicle was released to him 
based on the signed agreement between he _ 


When the insurance company representative called the tow yard to inquire about the 
vehicle being released to the insurance company, they were advised the vehicle had

Based on denial of knowledge MEM the car was then re-entered into SVS 


as a stolen vehicle. A Nevada Highwa fficer received the Lo-Jack si 
EM and located the car with ins: The officer arrested or 
vehicle theft. During his criminal proceedings, provided proof of a contract with 


nd a vali jm to possession of the vehicle. The insurance company then 
referred the clai iled to their Special Investigative Unit for a possible fraudulent 
claim. 


The initial criminal investigation was started by the Nationa! Insurance Crime Bureau 
(NICB). When investigators from NICB initially interviewed Subject Curry, he denied 
похитао stated that the circumstances indicated in the CHP-180 report were 
factual. Moments later, Subject Curry gave a truthful statement to investigators from 
the NICB.

B, page 691 During the criminal investigation Deputy Curry cooperated with the CHP 
investigator and the District Attorney's Office. Deputy Curry completely exonerated 
Deputy stating that as AE was only following the directions given to 
her by her Deputy Curry stated that Deputy ac absolutely no 
knowledge of what he was doing, he circumstances of the report were false, and 
that he signed the CHP-180 WU Based on statements from involved parties and 
evidence in the case, the CHP investigator removed anv crimina! suspicion against 
Deputy nd she became a witness only in their criminal į igation. Based 
on these findings the administrative investigation naming Deput s a subject 
was inactivated [Refer to Inactivation Memorandum located in MISCELLANEOUS 
DOCUMENTS]. 


The criminal case was presented to the District Attorney's Office by the California 
Highway Patrol. The District Attorney's Office filed one count of felony "Insurance 
Fraud" and one count of felony, "Filing a False Report,” against Deputy Curry. 


During the criminal proceedings, Deputy Curry pled guilty to and was convicted of one 
count of misdemeanor, "Filing a False Report."

SUBJECT INTERVIEW 

Subject Andre Curry was interviewed by National Insurance Crime Bureau 
investigators regarding his involvement in this incident. For a summary of their 
interview refer to Exhibit B, page 354. 


Subject Curry was also interviewed by IAB investigators regarding this incident. For 
Subject Currys complete and detailed statement refer to the verbatim transcripts 
included in this investigation and/or the audio file. 

Subject Curry acknowledged that the circumstances indicated in the ста! case were 
accurate. Subject Curry admitted to knowing the circumstances of ehicle and 
the fact that it was not stolen from West Hollywood Siation’s area. Subject Curry stated 
that he believed the vehicle ally stolen based on the fraudulent circumstances 
in which it was rented гет ІІІ Curry said his reasons for filing the false stolen 
vehicle report were solely to activate the vehicle's tracking system, so the vehicle could 
be located and returned to Ека Subject Curry stated. he was only trying to help a 
friend. Subject Curry stated that he had no idea E um going to report the theft 
to her insurance and/or file an insurance claim. Deputy Curry stated that he should 
have taken a courtesy report for Las Vegas PD and that he made a mistake by taking 
this course of action. 


Deputy Curry exonerated Deputy ЕЕЕ sisting that Deputy | | had no 


culpability or knowledge in this incident. 


Deputy Curry stated that he did not initially communicate the truth of the circumstances 
to the NICB investigators because they were civilians and he did not know what they 
were investigating. Once the NICB investigators told Subject Curry that EN - 
from the beginning, set up to commit insurance fraud, Deputy Curry told them the truth 


Subject Curry stated that he had no monetary interest in the vehicle and he did not seek 
to gain anything, in any form, from this incident.

a period of thirty (30) days. 


An investigation under IAB File Number 2243426, conducted by Internal Affairs Bureau, 


coupled with your own statements, has established the following:

That in violation of Manual of Policy and Procedures Sections 3- 
01/030.05, General Behavior and/or 3-01/030.10, Obedience to Laws, 
Regulations and Orders, on or about October 29, 2009, while assigned 
as a field training officer at West Hollywood Station, you caused a false 
stolen vehicle report (CHP 180) to be written when you became 
involved in a business dispute involving a personal friend that was 
deemed a civil matter by two separate law enforcement agencies. You 
were subsequently charged with one (1) felony count of 550(A)(1) P.C., 
Insurance Fraud and one (1) Felony count of 118.1 P.C., Filing a False 
Report. On August 30, 2010, you pled guilty to one (1) count of 118.1 
Р.С., Filing a False Report, a Misdemeanor. By your actions, you һауе 
brought discredit upon yourself and the Los Angeles County Sheriff's 
Department.

In taking this disciplinary action, your record with this Department has been considered, and 
a thorough review of the incident has been made by Department executives, including your 
Unit and Division Commanders.

On June 21, 2011, you were served with a Letter of Intention, indicating your right to respond 
to the Sheriff's Department's pending disciplinary action against you, as reported under IAB File 
Number 2243426, You were also advised of your right to review the material on which the 
discipline was based. 


The grievance period involved has now elapsed, 
with no change in discipline. 


You are hereby notified that you are suspended without pay from your position of Deputy 
Sheriff, Item No. 2708A, with this Department for a period of thirty (30) days effective 
August 7, 2011 through September 5, 2011. 


An investigation under File Number IAB 2243426, conducted by Internal Affairs Bureau, 
coupled with your own statements, has established the following: 


1; That in violation of Manual of Policy and Procedures Sections 3- 
01/030.05, General Behavior and/or 3-01/030.10, Obedience to Laws, 
Regulations and Orders, on or about October 29, 2009, while assigned 
as вилни West Hollywood Station, you caused a false 
stolen vehicle report (CHP 180) to be written when you became 
involved in a business dispute involving a personal friend that was 
deemed a civil matter by two separate law enforcement agencies.
